A total of 96 people have been arrested in Walsall 
in the first two months of a crackdown on known 
criminals in the borough. 

Officers have been raiding homes and carrying out 
curfew checks across the borough as part of tough 
new action in Operation Serve and Protect. The 
drive was launched in April as police vowed it would 
tackle “issues which matter to local people.” 

During April and May, 37 people were locked up 
for being wanted on warrant and not appearing in 
court. 

Another 12 people have been arrested for being in 
breach of their curfew. 

Twenty-one others have been arrested as a result 
of forensic inquiries made by police at crime scenes. 

Since the operation began, 112 premises have 
been searched under police powers and a further 27 
search warrants carried out. 

Officers have also carried out more than 371 
follow-up visits to victims of anti-social behaviour in 
the borough. 

Since the start of the operation, police have also 
referred 73 offenders to drug programmes and other 
rehabilitation schemes, it has been revealed, 

Det Ch Insp Ian Bamber, of Walsall Police, said: 
“Operation Serve and Protect concentrates on 
known criminals across the Walsall area. 

“We are committed to removing prolific offenders 
from our streets and we are focussing efforts on dis¬ 
rupting criminal activity whenever and wherever 
possible. 

“The initiative aims to put the right number of 
officers in the right places and tackle the issues 
which matter to local people,” he added. 

The crackdown will continue over the coming 
weeks. 

Forty-four known offenders were arrested in the 
first month of the crackdown. 

Police are also currently carrying out Operation 
Steel to clamp down on metal thieves. 


Memorial is 
targeted for 
second time 

Metal thieves have stripped copper from the war 
memorial at Barr Beacon for the second time this 
year. 

The thieves targeted the First World War memo¬ 
rial over the weekend, stealing the copper from the 
front roof columns. 

The crime, which followed a similar attack at the 
end of April, was described as “despicable”. 

The Barr Beacon Trust was set to talk about the 
possibility of using replacement materials on the 
distinctive dome roof, such as felt at a cost of £6,000. 

Councillor Adrian Andrew, trust chairman and 
council deputy leader, said: “To target a war memo¬ 
rial that stands as a reminder of the sacrifices made 
by men from Staffordshire and Warwickshire in the 
First World War is despicable. 

“The metal taken is worth virtually nothing to the 
thieves but we’re facing yet another large repair bill. 

“The trust will discuss possible replacement mate¬ 
rials for the monument when it meets. 

“We will also examine the options available to step 
up security at the site.”

VICTIM DAISY 
IS CHARGED

THE granddaughter of 92-year-old Daisy 
Myring has appeared in court accused of mur¬ 
dering the partially-blind pensioner in her 
Brownhills home. 

Sheila Jones was arrested for the second time as 
she walked down Red Lion Lane in Norton Canes 
last week. 

The married mother of two was charged and held in 
custody at Bloxwich Police Station before being driven to 
Walsall Magistrates Court. 

The arrest came after police found “significant” new evi¬ 
dence which has now been sent off for forensic testing. 

Jones appeared at Walsall Magistrates Court at for a 
brief two-minute hearing. Dressed in a casual black t-shirt 
and wearing glasses, the 36-year-old spoke only to confirm 
her name and address. 

Custody 

Magistrates immediately sent the case to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court for a hearing, where her legal team were 
set to argue she should be released on bail rather than 
remanded in custody. 

Jones, of Brownhills Road, Norton Canes, showed no 
emotion when she appeared in the dock and no other 
members of the family appeared in the court’s public 
gallery. 

Mrs Myring, who suffered fatal blows to the head and 
body, was discovered by one of her carers at her home in 
Albion Road. She was pronounced dead at Walsall Manor 
Hospital. 

Jones was arrested a short time later, but released on 
bail along with a 40-year-old man and a 32-year-old 
woman from Norton Canes. They remain on police bail 
pending further investigations. 

Last Wednesday, police searched a fishing pool near 
Norton Canes after a tip-off items may have been dumped 
there. Nothing was discovered. 

Jones was remanded in custody. No bail application was 
made and the case was adjourned to September 2.

Walsall Manor Hospital has been accused of 
trying to hide the true level of deaths on its wards. 

The hospital declared hundreds of extra patients 
as being terminally ill to remove deaths from its 
mortality rates, it is claimed, making it look like it 
was delivering better care. 

The number of patients designated as “terminal” 
by bosses at Walsall Manor Hospital increased from 
around 10 per cent of all deaths to 78 per cent during 
a six month period in 2008. 

The claims emerged at the public inquiry into poor 
standards at Stafford Hospital which heard evi¬ 
dence from death rates expert Professor Sir Brian 
Jarman. 

Manor hospital bosses have said they took mortal¬ 
ity rates “extremely seriously”. 

Sir Brian, from the Dr Foster Unit at Imperial 
College London, provided evidence to the inquiry 
showing how the hospital had seen the numbers of 
patients designated as terminal suddenly and dra¬ 
matically increase in 2008. 

Calculations 

This effectively removed those patients from the 
death-rate calculations. The increase in the number 
of patients deemed terminally ill in hospitals in 
England was just three per cent. 

A similar trend was noted at Stafford Hospital 
where the number of patients designated as termi¬ 
nal shot up from around 10 per cent to 35 per cent. 
Sir Brian said the numbers had to be false and would 
have significantly reduced death rates at the trusts. 

“The only way you could get dramatic changes like 
that would be if the trusts suddenly became termi¬ 
nal care hospitals overnight, which didn’t happen,” 
he added. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust could not explain 
why the number of patients designated as “termi¬ 
nal” increased so much in 2008. 

But Richard Kirby, chief executive of the trust, 
said: “Our mortality rates have reduced over the last 
10 years and this is testament to the hard work of 
our staff who ensure that quality and safety meas¬ 
ures are monitored closely. According to the informa¬ 
tion within the Dr Foster system, our use of 
palliative care codes is in line with the national 
average.” 


HomeServe is 
taking on staff 

Walsall’s HomeServe is taking on dozens of staff as 
business goes from strength to strength. 

The firm needs 45 workers in its call centre and is 
offering salaries of up to £15,309, with staff given the 
opportunity to pocket up to £22,000 with extra earn¬ 
ings. 

Business is booming for the Green Lane company 
both at home and abroad. It was announced last 
month that underlying revenue for the year to 
March 31 was up 15 per cent, to £425.4 million, with 
adjusted profit before tax jumping 16 per cent to 
£117.lm. 

Bosses are also planning to add millions of new 
customers to their books by expanding in America. 

The jobs in Walsall will see 30 people employed as 
“inbound” sales and service executives, meaning 
they receive calls from customers, and 15 people as 
“outbound” workers, who make calls to sell products. 

Spokeswoman Diane Jones said the workers 
would be trained, and would have benefits including 
free gym membership. HomeServe specialises in 
home emergency insurance and repairs.

expand 

schools 

A consultation is to start on plans to 
create extra places at two Walsall 
schools to help education bosses cope 
with a baby boom. 

Walsall Council plans to double the 
number of reception places at Cald- 
more Primary School to 60, while 
Aldridge’s Leighswood Primary would 
increase its numbers from 75 to 90 
from September 1, 2012. 

It will be the second time it has 
created extra places. The council’s 
decision-making cabinet approved a 
six-week consultation on the propos¬ 
als last week. 

Both schools are currently over¬ 
subscribed. Education bosses are also 
bracing themselves for even more 
demand over the coming years. 

Predictions show there could be 
3,592 reception pupils in Walsall by 
2019 compared to 3,511 this year. 
Three other primary schools are 
already being enlarged. 

A report which went before the 
cabinet said the number of places in 
Walsall schools in the primary sector 
is greater than the projected number 
of pupils until 2015 to 2016 - but it 
added there would be pressures on 
school accommodation as pupil 
numbers increase. 

St Matthew’s Councillor 
Mohammed Arif welcomed the plans. 

Regeneration chief Councillor 
Adrian Andrew said: “We have to 
recognise in certain parts of the 
borough the population is growing.” 

Demand for places is highest in the 
town centre and Aldridge with further 
extra places set to be needed in Short 
Heath, Willenhall and Bentley. 

Five attacks 
on the elderly 

Violent criminals have snatched 
valuables in 10 attacks in a Walsall 
neighbourhood — including five 
attacks on elderly people, some of 
them in their own homes. All the 
attacks have taken place since April 1. 

Detectives are trying to work out if 
the raids in Pheasey are linked. 

One 65-year-old man suffered a 
broken collar bone when he was 
pushed down his stairs by a burglar in 
April, while last week, a 76-year-old 
was robbed in her home by a man 
brandishing a garden fork. 

Police said they had increased high- 
visibility patrols and deployed plain 
clothes officers. Joanne Hunt, spokes¬ 
woman for West Midlands Police, 
said: “Since April 1 there have been 10 
offences. 

“Five of these offences have 
involved elderly people. One person 
has been arrested and remanded in 
custody. He has been charged with one 
of these offences.”

Council sickness ‘at 
unacceptable levels’

Bosses at Walsall Council have 
admitted the levels of sickness at 
the authority are unnaceptable. 

Staff at Walsall Council took an 
average of 10.45 days off ill last year 
with council chiefs saying tax payers 
rightly expected the figure to be 
lower. 

The local authority is now vowing to get 
tough on sickness absence as it battles to 
save £30 million over three years. Every 
year, it is forced to shell out millions of 
pounds on hundreds of temporary 
workers. The figure from 2010/11 is down 
from 12.07 days in 2009/10. 

In 2007/08 16.29 days were taken and in 
2008/09, the figure was 12.90. 

Finance chief Councillor Chris Towe, 
Walsall Council’s, said things were 
improving but there was still a long way 
to g°-. 

“This reduction is a step in the right 
direction and it is worth noting that sick¬ 
ness absence has fallen by 35.8 per cent 
since 2007/08,” Councillor Towe said. 

“The current level of sickness absence 
however remains unacceptable and the 
council tax payers of Walsall rightly 
expect this figure to be lower than it is 
now. 

Committed 

“We are committed to reducing these 
levels even further and have introduced a 
range of measures designed to build on 
the progress which has already been 
made over the last few years. 

“These include staff speaking to a regis¬ 
tered nurse on their first day of absence 
who will advise about treatment and 
whether they need to see their GR 

“These measures were only introduced 
in the second half of the last financial year 
and they will continue to have a positive 
impact on driving down sickness levels 
and our projections indicate absence will 
fall to around 8.60 days by the end of the 
current financial year.” 

Bosses at Walsall Council are expected 
to spend £7 million on temporary workers 
up until September. 

Walsall has a higher sickness rate than 
neighbouring Wolverhampton City 
Council, where staff took an average of 
9.38 days off sick last year compared 
with 11.44 in 2009/10.

Metal thieves are striking 
more than 15 times each day in the 
region.

Another was 
arrested and bailed in connection 
with a stolen vehicle.

Two were given penalties for having 
bald tyres, and one driver was found 
using a provisional licence. 

Two of those stopped were taken off 
the road and three others were 
reported to the Environment Agency 
for not having waste code licences. 

Inspector Neil Creed, of Walsall 
police station, said: “The action days 
are a testament to the partnership 
working in Walsall.”

Container Services Ltd if it gets 
permission to build a new work¬ 
room at its base in Aldridge. 

The company, which sells, 
hires and converts huge shipping 
containers, said the expansion 
was needed to cope with growing 


demand. The business’s roots can 
be traced back to 1914. 

In that year Samuel Jones 
became a haulage contractor and 
transported his first consign¬ 
ment of crockery from Aldridge 
railway station by horse and cart 
to Aldridge’s Manor House. 

It became a shipping container 
business in the 1970s. 

Bosses said the new building 
would help with growing demand 


from customers and create at 
least five jobs. 

S Jones Container Services 
currently employs more than 30 
people at the site in Anglican 
Road and plans have been sub¬ 
mitted for a 2,674 sq ft workroom 
that would link two existing 
workshops.

The 
cash-strapped council 
has come under fire for 
its parking policy in the 
town. 

Officials at Walsall 
Council say the decision 
to seek closure of the 
Lower Rushall Street 
site is because it opened 
without permission and 
is in a dangerous posi¬ 
tion.

Fears for 
future of 
relatives 

Relatives of elderly people being 
cared for at homes run by Southern 
Cross Healthcare throughout the 
region have told of their fears, after it 
announced 3,000 jobs will be axed as it 
struggles with a major financial crisis. 

Southern Cross, which has 20 
homes in the region including five in 
Walsall and looks after 31,000 resi¬ 
dents nationally, announced the job 
cuts after being hit by rising rent bills 
and falling revenue. It made a £311 
million pre-tax loss in the six months 
to March. 

Recently it decided to pay a third 
less rent to its landlords until Septem¬ 
ber in order to stay afloat. 

The son of an 84-year-old resident of 
Fernwood Court Care Centre, 
Bentley, who did not want to be 
named, said: “It’s really scary. My 
mum has been here a year and has 
dementia. 

Quality 

She needs to be in a care home to be 
looked after. The quality of care here 
is really good. 

“It took her six months to settle 
down and if she moves it would set her 
back. If the Government can bail out 
the banks, they should think about 
doing something about this.” 

A man, whose 57-year-old mother is 
a resident of Ash Grange Care Centre, 
Bloxwich, said the job cuts were 
unfair. 

The 24-year-old, from Bloxwich, 
who wanted to remain anonymous, 
said: “If there are less staff it will 
affect the quality of care.” 

Lorraine Westwood, home adminis¬ 
trator at Lyndon Hall, Malvern Close, 
West Bromwich, said: “No-one has 
told us anything. We don’t know if we 
will be affected.” 


savings were struggling after Walsall 
Council reviewed the costs of the care. 

The bills people face are now deter¬ 
mined by how much they receive in 
benefits - meaning some are paying 
much more. 

Mr Winnick accused the Coalition of 
targeting the most vulnerable and 
raised the matter with Commons 
leader Sir George Young. 

Speaking about the unnamed pen¬ 
sioner, the MP said: “She looks after her 
60-year-old disabled son, as she has 
done all his life. 

“But because community care serv¬ 
ices are being provided on a limited 
scale, Walsall Council has asked my 
constituent to pay £4,789 this year, 
starting with an instalment of some 
£400.

“That is quite disgraceful. Why are 
the most vulnerable, such as the con¬ 
stituent whom I have cited being tar¬ 
geted by this Tory government and Tory 
councils?” 

Sir George rejected the Walsall 
North MP’s claim that the Government 
was targeting the most vulnerable. “We 
have allocated an extra £2 billion for 
social care through the NHS and local 
government that is aimed at the sorts 
of cases to which he refers,” he said. 

Mr Winnick said: “I am continuing to 
receive a number of cases from con¬ 
stituents who have received letters 
from the social care and inclusion 
section of Walsall Council asking for 
large sums.” 

Walsall Council said officers would 
speak with the pensioner concerned 
about her financial fears. Care chief 
Paul Davies, said: “The mother has 
contacted us about the contribution her 
son is being asked to make from his 
benefits towards his care and we will 
respond to her in due course. 

“Under the benefits-based charging 
system, the son is being asked to con¬ 
tribute 50 per cent of the higher rate 
Disability Living Allowance of £73.60 a 
week that he receives from the Govern¬ 
ment specifically to meet his care needs 
and 100 per cent of his £55.30 Severe 
Disability Premium. 

“The council also follows national 
rules on making sure that people have 
enough money to live on.”

Out-of-hours 
GP service 
will change 

The out-of-hours GP service Waldoc, which is used 
by hundreds of patients across Walsall, has lost its 
contract after more than a decade. 

An alternative provider is to be appointed to run 
the service from September after the contract with 
NHS Walsall was put out to tender. Around 40 staff 
are employed by Waldoc and the announcement has 
lead to fears over their future. But it is expected they 
would be transferred over to the new provider as 
part of the agreement. 

Bosses at NHS Walsall, which is battling to save 
£1.6 million over the next 12 months, have refused 
to reveal who is in the running for the out-of-hours 
service. 

But Birmingham-based Badger, which already 
operates in the city, Solihull and South Stafford¬ 
shire, is thought to be the frontrunner in taking over 
the service. 

One worker, who did not want to be named, said: 
“Waldoc has been here for a number of years and pro¬ 
vided a good service for the people of Walsall. There 
is some concern we will be losing our jobs.” 

Waldoc operates between 6pm and 8am each day. 
It has a call centre in Bloxwich and a centre at the 
Manor Hospital. The location of the new service 
providers has not been disclosed. 

Waldoc chairman Maureen Woodcock confirmed 
they had received notification they would not con¬ 
tinue the service. She said: “As far as we are con¬ 
cerned we have a contract to deliver the out- of-hours 
service to the people of Walsall and that ends at the 
end of August. 

“We have not been invited to carry on that service 
after that date. As long as the people of Walsall are 
all cared for that is the main priority.” 

NHS Walsall spokeswoman Michelle Cummings 
said: “We are in the final stages of the tendering 
process, and we hope to be able to confirm the award 
of the contract in the very near future.” 


Schools schemes 
are given backing 

Schemes to provide new classrooms and remodel 
two schools in Walsall have been supported by 
council cabinet chiefs. More than £360,000 will be 
ploughed into Barr Beacon Language College, 
Aldridge and Hillary Primary, Palfrey. 

It follows approval from Walsall Council’s cabinet 
last week. Hillary, recently given permission to 
increase admissions from 60 to 90 to cope with a 
baby boom, will get £350,000 to overhaul the inte¬ 
rior. 

The cash will form the second phase of work to 
expand the school, with the first phase expected to 
be completed in September. 

The Key Stage 2 building at the Hillary Street 
school will be remodelled and refurbished by Sep¬ 
tember 2012. 

Barr Beacon Language College has also been allo¬ 
cated £12,805 towards a project costing more than 
£500,000 to create extra space. 

The cash has come from section 106 payments 
made during development work at Atlas Works, in 
Sandwell Street, and will be used to provide addi¬ 
tional teaching space. 

The Old Hall Lane school is getting the expansion 
to help in part cope with demand for places from chil¬ 
dren at a new housing estate nearby. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian Andrew 
said: “We are investing in education across the 
borough. It is good for the young people in Walsall 
and for the future generation.”

year more than £4,500 of fake 
footwear and clothes were seized. 

The National Charter for Safe and 
Fair Markets is a commitment from 
market bosses to meet conditions and 
make sure fake goods are not sold. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, said: This is 
excellent news which shows that 
organisers of Bescot Market are 
working with us to ensure that fake 
or illegal goods are not on sale.” 


44 homes planned 


Forty-four family homes are 
planned for land in Walsall. 

If approved, the two, three and 
four-bedroom properties would be 
built on land at the back of Wilkes 
Avenue and Churchill Road in 
Bentley. Walsall Council has com¬ 
missioned BM3 Architecture to 
produce the scheme. The site is 
between Jane Lane School, Churchill 
Road and the former Quality Hotel 


site in Wolverhampton Road West. 

Trees and shrubs would be a screen 
between the new estate and the 
school and open space would be 
created for residents. 

A report reads: “The main frontage 
of the development is on to the 
playing fields of The Jane Lane 
School.

Hotel to reopen and 
bring in 100 new jobs 


A hotel which shut without warning leaving 50 people out of 
a job is to reopen as a Holiday Inn and recruit 100 workers. The 
former Compass Hotel, which was most well-known as the 
Friendly Lodge and lies just off Junction 10 of the M6, closed 
almost two years ago. 

It left guests who had booked rooms and events floundering, includ¬ 
ing one couple from Bilston who were forced to find a new wedding 
venue within days.

Householders are annoyed about the presence 
of caravans and other vehicles at the parkland off 
The Parade. Councillor Turner said despite the 
new bollards he wanted more measures intro¬ 
duced. 

Caravans and vehicles were spotted in the 
grounds recently, prompting Walsall Council and 
West Midlands Police to serve notices on the 
group to move them on. 

Hotspot 

The site has been a hotspot for caravans and 
council workers have now put in the posts to 
tackle the problem. 

Councillor Turner said: “I have been inundated 
with calls from residents who are very con¬ 
cerned. It used to be once or twice a year, but it 
has become a regular occurrence. I am going to 
speak to the neighbourhood partnership about 
setting up a long-term strategy to prevent a 
repeat of this. 

“The park is there for children to play, but 
parents are wary about going there because of 
the vehicles.” He said he wanted to see an 
embankment or more posts installed to make it 
impossible for travellers to get in. 

He added: “It needs looking at as a matter of 
urgency.”

Thief-proof material 
plan for war memorial 


The copper roof of an historic 
war memorial repeatedly tar¬ 
geted by metal thieves is 
poised to be replaced with 
another material to deter 
further attacks. 

The monument at Barr Beacon 
has had its distinctive green roof 
stripped three times, forcing 
council chiefs to pay out up to 
£20,000 to replace it.

They are now considering covering 
it with felt at a cost of £6,000 or 
another virtually worthless material 
to put the thieves off once and for all. 

The 50ft memorial and the land 
around it off Beacon Road, Aldridge, is 
to benefit from a £500,000 transfor¬ 
mation with lottery cash. 

Members of the Barr Beacon Trust 
are looking at a range of materials 
that may be suitable to repair the war 
memorial and will be meeting shortly

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to discuss the issue. Vice-chairman 
councillor Gary Clarke condemned 
those who committed the crimes. 

“It is fantastic asset for Walsall and 
then you get certain people who come 
along and ruin it,” he said. 

“They are just yobs and their 
actions are outrageous. It is a priority 
for the war memorial to be repaired 
and make it more secure.” 

The monument commemorates 
men from Staffordshire and Warwick¬ 
shire who gave their lives in the First 
World War. 

It recently emerged metal thieves 
are striking more than 15 times each 
day in the region - an increase of 70 
per cent — as homes, businesses and 
the railways are plundered by thieves 
cashing in on the rising price of copper 
and lead.

Developer 
takes fight to 
government 

A developer who has seen his plan for a housing 
development in an upmarket area of Walsall turned 
down five times is talking his fight to the govern¬ 
ment. 

The scheme for Woodside Close in Park Hall has 
been in the pipeline for more than three years but 
has been rejected every time by council planners. 

It was refused for the last time in April, when more 
than 50 objectors packed out the public gallery at 
Walsall Council House in protest. 

But David Stone, who owns the land, is now taking 
his case to a government appeal to try and get the go- 
ahead. 

It has gone to appeal before but the developer 
believes there are now stronger grounds for it to win 
approval after dealing with previous reasons for 
refusal. 

The proposal for 14 apartments in place of the 
existing house and six flats was turned down despite 
Walsall Council’s planning officers recommending it 
for approval. 

Hopefully 

Mr Stone, who also lives on the site, said: “It has 
been appealed and is in the system. We are waiting 
on a date from the Planning Inspectorate in Bristol 
but hopefully it should be some time in August. 

“We wouldn’t have appealed if we didn’t think 
there were good grounds. 

“It was disappointing and it will be interesting to 
see what the view of the inspectorate is.” 

The scheme involves demolishing the existing 
house and flats. The latest application was refused 
on the grounds that the proposed relocation of a sub¬ 
station, which had been a concern with planning 
inspectors in previous applications, was too close to 
homes and incongruous on the landscape. 

Residents also complained that the scheme was an 
overdevelopment of the site, and plans for homes 
rather than flats would be better. 

The application sparked an outcry from neigh¬ 
bours with a 248-name petition gathered and more 
than 68 letters of objection lodged with the council 
agains the plan.

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Firm struggles to find 
qualified leather staff

A lack of suitable qualifications is ham¬ 
pering a Walsall leather firm’s expansion 
as it seeks to fill 11 jobs with none of the 
90 people who have so far applied having 
the necessary skills. 

Bosses at Marlborough World were hoping 
for an influx of skilled workers but despite all 
the applications, they say virtually none have 
the right qualifications. 

Instead, shop workers and manual workers are 
battling for the positions, sparking boss Richard 
Taylor to urge experienced leather workers to apply. 

The job vacancies were announced just over two 
months ago, after Marlborough World moved its 
base. 

It transferred from Oxford Street, Bilston, to a 
base three times the size in Fairground Way, 
Walsall. 

The company is hoping to employ 10 leather pre¬ 
parers and one leather cutter by August to add to its 
team of 12. 

He said: “We’ve had about 90 applications. We 
haven’t taken anyone on yet but we will be doing 
more interviews in the next two weeks. We will prob¬ 
ably need 10 leather preparers and one leather 
cutter.” 

Experience 

Mr Taylor said he had expected the company to 
receive many more applications from people with 
experience in the industry. 

He added: “Some of the people applying have been 
warehouse workers, some have worked in shops and 
some have just left school. Some people are trying to 
go for any type of job because they want to get into 
work. 

“It is a specialist trade but there are enough people 
out there who have the experience.Whether or not 
they want to come back into the leather industry, I 
don’t know.” 

The firm said its sales were on track to increase by 
up to 20 per cent next year. 

Later this year, it is also hoping to work closely 
with Walsall College and offer training schemes for 
youngsters keen to learn the trade. 

Founded in 1972, the company is now exporting 
goods around the world with customers in America, 
Japan and Europe. 

Mr Taylor said the move to Walsall had put the 
firm at the centre of the leather industry. 

The move also means the firm has been able to 
expand its range, adding briefcases, luggage and 
games sets to its selection of jewellery boxes and 
shooting accessories.

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Fury at sex offender 
housed in bail hostel

A convicted paedophile was 
housed in a controversial bail 
hostel in Aldridge - less than two 
miles from a child he was suspected 
of grooming, an MP has revealed. 

Conservative Richard Shepherd told 
Prisons Minister Crispin Blunt he was 
“greatly disturbed” when the sex 
offender visited him at his constituency 
surgery in March. He has since been 
removed from the hostel in Stonnall 
Road. 

The Aldridge-Brownhills MP made the 
disclosure while highlighting constituents’ 
concerns about the hostel. 

He branded it a “nightmare” and slammed 
its “inappropriate” location in a populated 
neighbourhood, near schools. 

Spearheading a Westminster debate 
about the site — previously a Barnardo’s chil¬ 
dren’s home - the MP demanded its “closure 
or removal” from the area. 

Closure 

Campaigners have been involved in a 
long-running battle going back to the 1980s 
to force the closure of the bail hostel, which 
can house up to 12 offenders released from 
prison on licence. 

Walsall councillors Anthony Harris, Keith 
Sears and Mike Flower have also written to 
the Ministry of Justice demanding to know 
what types of criminals are sent to the 
hostel. 

“At no point has the community ever had 
a say on what this building should be used 
for. People have watched ‘powerlessly’ as the 
use of the building has materially changed,” 
they argued. 

“I can verify almost everything they say,” 
said Mr Shepherd. “It has been a frustrating 
and long journey to try and wake up the pro¬ 
bation service to a judgement they took by 
deceit,” he added. 

Mr Blunt insisted the Government’s 
arrangements for managing offenders were 
“robust and effective”. 

However, he conceded: “Clearly there will 
always be cases that slip though the net. 
Risk can never be eliminated entirely. But 
the data shows that offending rates for those 
held in approved premises are much better 
than those who are not.” 


Pet charity in appeal for help 


An animal charity in 
Walsall is on the lookout 
for more dog and cat fos¬ 
terers as it marks its 
50th birthday. 

The Midlands Animal 
Rescue Team is regis¬ 
tered in Park Hall, 
Walsall but rescues and 
rehomes 100-150 cats 
and 40 to 50 dogs each 
year across the Mid¬ 
lands. 

It has no kennels and 
relies on its 10 fosterers 
to take care of the 
rescued animals before 
they are rehomed. 

The charity relies on 
fundraising and dona¬ 
tions to keep afloat and 
costs £50,000 a year to 
run. 

It is supported by a 
team of eight volunteers 
who help fundraise and 
run a charity shop in 
Castlecroft Road, 

Wolverhampton. 

Secretary Eileen Webb 
said: “Reaching 50 years 
is an achievement but it’s 
sad there still needs to be 
an animal rescue group. 

“We have 24 cats which 
need rehoming. Our fos¬ 
terers live all over the 
Midlands but there’s a 
shortage of them.”

Council ‘vendetta’ against 
car owners will ruin town 


Dear Sir, 

What a mess and nightmare 
Walsall Council has created for 
the town’s residents, businesses 
and visitors with its ill-thought 
out parking restrictions, fees and 
army of enforcement officers. 

Instead of thinking of ways to 
improve the visitor numbers to 
our town and to serve those who 
pay council taxes and business 
rates, they seem to think it is 
their elected duty just to make 
life a misery and impossible for 
everyone. 

The latest news that pension¬ 
ers living in areas close to the 
town where there is restricted 
parking for residents and visitors 
only, will no longer have free 
permits and will have to pay the 
newly increased fees, which are 
now rising from £20 to £40 for all 
residents, is once again confir¬ 
mation that Walsall Council has 
a vendetta against anyone who 
owns a car. 


The reason resident-only 
parking permits came about was 
to ease the parking for residents 
where people parked for free to 
visit the town, preventing resi¬ 
dents from parking. 

However, if the Council had a 
free period of one to two hours on 
its car parks and one hour free 
on-street parking, as it did before 
the arrival of the new pay and 
“dismay” parking machines, 
there would be no need for shop¬ 
pers to park in residential areas 
and there would be no require¬ 
ment for resident only parking 
permits. 

This issue for those residents 
affected now needs strong action 
against the council such as a 
protest, starting with a petition. 

If the Council still refuse to act 
for the benefit of those who pay 
their council taxes, the residents 
will need to warn of the threat of 
civil disobedience by an organ¬ 
ised refusal to pay or display 


permits, then challenge any 
prosecutions in the courts. 

Walsall is blighted by the 
council’s urge to squeeze as much 
money out of motorists as possi¬ 
ble. Residents are suffering as 
they object to paying these addi¬ 
tional fees, their property is pos¬ 
sibly blighted too as few potential 
purchasers would want to buy a 
house where they have to pay to 
park outside their own home. 

Businesses are being hurt and 
jobs threatened. Soon there will 
be no parking problems in 
Walsall, the town will be closed 
and boarded up as most busi¬ 
nesses will have been driven out 
by the lack of customers who 
don’t want to pay high parking 
fees or find loose change just to 
park their cars for a short time to 
buy a newspaper or other items.

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Manor’s car parking income falls 


A Walsall Manor Hospital raised more 
than £738,000 in a year from car parking 
charges - £20,000 less than it made 
during the previous 12 months. 

The fall in income at Walsall Manor 
Hospital comes after staff and patients 
chose to clog up surrounding streets 
instead rather than fork out parking fees. 

But hospital chiefs have insisted the 
drop in cash was down to offering staff a 
reduced fee while spaces were lost during 
changes to the site layout. 

Two new car parks offering more than 
400 spaces were opened to the public last 
week in the hope years of parking woes 
around the hospital will finally end. 

Spokeswoman Annabel Smith said: “We 


had to keep moving the staff car park into 
different areas. We tried to encourage 
staff to park on the Manor Keys side and 
they could park there for a reduction in 
fee.” 

The two new patient car parks are 
placed in more central positions within 
the grounds of the hospital off Moat Road 
and Wilbraham Road. There is a combined 
450 spaces. The Belle Vue car park with 
more than 150 spaces has been handed 
over to staff with moves to increase its size 
in the pipeline. 

It is hoped the changes will make 
parking easier for patients and visitors 
and tackle the problem of cars clogging 
nearby roads. In the past police have 


towed away vehicles from residential 
streets. 

Apay on foot system operates at the hos¬ 
pital where the charge is £2 for the first 
hour and £1 per hour afterwards up to a 
maximum daily fee of £6. Weekly conces¬ 
sionary passes are available for regular 
visitors at a charge of £10 per week. 

Lincoln Dawkin, interim commercial 
director at Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
said: “The revenue generated by Walsall 
Manor Hospital’s patient and visitor car 
park charges is reinvested into the opera¬ 
tional running costs of the hospital. 

“This then contributes to the overall 
running costs for all of the patient and 
visitor car parking areas.”

Hundreds fined over 
illegal school parking 


walsallchronicle@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Hundreds of parents across 
the region have been fined 
for illegally parking outside 
school gates. 

More than 450 fixed penalty 
charges of £70 were handed out 
by enforcement officers in the 
last year as part of council crack¬ 
downs on cars clogging up roads. 

The tickets were given to drivers 
who parked on zig-zag lines where 
cars are banned during school 
hours. Those who paid the fine 
within 14 days saw it reduced to £35. 

There were 52 handed out in 
Cannock, 33 in Walsall, 15 in Dudley 
and eight in Stafford. Council bosses 
insist the aim is to stop inconsider¬ 
ate parking and increase child 
safety. 

In Sandwell a total of 235 penalty 
tickets were given out between May 
2010 and April this year with a 
further 118 in Wolverhampton over 
the last 12 months. 

Priority 

Neighbourhood chief at Sandwell 
Council, councillor Derek Rowley 
said: “We regard child safety as a top 
priority and, as a result, we work 
closely with both schools and the 
local community to regulate parking 
outside school extrances.” 

Alistair Merrick, Wolverhampton 
City Council assistant director for 
city services, said: “Our aim is to 
prevent and deter dangerous and 
inconsiderate parking, ensuring the 
safety of pedestrians and other road 
users and penalty charge notices are 
only issued after efforts to dissuade 
such inappropriate parking.” 

A crackdown in Cannock included 
the Ziggy Zaggy scheme. 

Youngsters wearing high-visibil¬ 
ity jackets are helping to patrol 
roads immediately around primary 
schools to issue warning postcards 
to offenders.

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Grand gateway plans 
killed off by red tape

A city council has admitted its 
red tape has killed off grand plans 
to regenerate a gateway between 
Wolverhampton and Walsall on a 
site which has lain empty for four 
years. 

Wolverhampton City Council has 
admitted putting too many planning 
conditions on the site in Portobello, 
deterring would-be developers by 
killing off their chance to make a profit. 

The site, on the junction of the A454 Wil- 
lenhall Road and Keyway, was previously 
occupied by three 1960s tower blocks. 

These were alongside garage courts, a 
tenants’ meeting room and a block of shops 
and maisonettes . 

With the exception of the shops and 
maisonettes, which are all empty, the site is 
now cleared. 

Apartments 

The council came up with a list of what it 
wanted, including a row of apartments 
along the edge of the site. 

But developers were never able to come 
up with a scheme that would have been 
“viable”, particularly once the housing 
market collapsed. 

The stringent conditions that have now 
been removed included demanding homes 
met a higher than normal level of energy 
efficiency they were more eco-friendly. 

Council housing chief Richard Wassell, 
said: “A second marketing exercise was 
undertaken earlier this year based on these 
revised planning guidelines, with a dead¬ 
line for offers of March 17. Unfortunately, 
despite significant interest during the mar¬ 
keting period, no offers were received. 

“Feedback from developers to this second 
marketing exercise suggested the aspira¬ 
tion for a perimeter block form of develop¬ 
ment apartments was unrealistic, and that 
the only way to achieve a viable scheme in 
this form would be to introduce a commer¬ 
cial use. 

“Given its out-of-centre location and the 
fact that the site is identified for housing, 
this is not considered to be an appropriate 
option.” 

The council is now going to advertise the 
land for development again in September. 


Would Yew believe it? 


For 40 years it has 
been without a sign, 
with nothing to point 
visitors in the right 
direction. 

But residents of the 
Yew Tree estate are cel¬ 
ebrating after a new 
road sign was installed. 

It now means visitors 
can find there way to 
the estate more easily. 

A sign was originally 
removed in the 1970s 
when the dual carriage¬ 
way was laid between 
Stone Cross, Sandwell 
and Delves, Walsall. 

But it was never 
replaced, and vice-chair¬ 
man of the residents’ 
association for Yew Tree 
and Tame Bridge, Roy 
Jones got on to the case 
after it was suggested at 
a meeting. 

At last a new sign has 
arrived and Mr Jones 
says he could not be 
more pleased with the 
move. 

Mr Jones, aged 67, of 
Larchwood Road, Yew 
Tree, said: “It’s impor¬ 
tant because with the 
community centre, 
there are a lot of people 
who come from other 
areas to use it when 
they have bowls tourna¬ 
ments and things like 
that.” 

Now those teams are 
being informed and will 
see the new sign when 
they visit. 

He said he was helped 
along by Councillor Tom 
Ansell, portfolio holder 
for transport at Walsall 
Council.

Waiting 

Hundreds of people are on 
waiting lists for allotments in the 
region, according to new figures. 

Plots across the region are full 
as people look to grow their own 
fruit and veg - with a waiting list 
of 153 people in Walsall. One 
person has even been on a 
waiting list for more than six 
years. 

Those putting their names 
down have increased during the 
recession. 

There are 203 plots at 10 
council managed sites in the 


borough, with a further 1,186 
plots at 24 sites under the control 
of local management associa¬ 
tions. 

Dovedale Avenue allotments in 
Willenhall has the longest 
waiting list with 33 people on it, 
with one person on there since 
November 2004. 

The shortest waiting list is at 
Alfred Street in Bloxwich, with 
just five on stand-by. 

Leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris, said plots at 
sites with shorter waiting lists 


can become available within a 
year. 

“At others, the wait is more 
considerable but in some cases 
people on the list will have been 
offered a plot but have opted to 
turn it down because they feel it 
is unsuitable for them and prefer 
to wait until an alternative 
becomes free,” he added. 

“It is a pastime we are keen to 
encourage and we are always 
looking at possible ways in which 
we can help people spend time in 
the great outdoors.”

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Change of name for steel company 


A famous engineering firm in the Black 
Country has changed its name following a 
£27 million takeover. 

Willenhall-based Niagara LaSalle is 
now called Acenta Steel Ltd. 

Chief executive Tarlok Singh said a new 
name was part of the firm’s future plans, 
which include expansion into world 
markets with new jobs on the horizon. 

“The reason for our name change is 
simple,” Mr Singh said. “We are no longer 
part of Niagara Construction in America 


but as a significant proportion of our sales 
are to North America we needed to avoid 
confusion with our former colleagues. 

“It’s only out name that has changed. 
The organisational structure remains the 
same. 

“The long-term strategy of the company 
remains the same: to be the first choice of 
supplier for engineering steels, to grow 
our buisness in world markets, to provide 
the extensive range of products that cus¬ 
tomers require and to continually improve 


our levels of service.” Earlier this year, 
Endless LLP, which specialises in invest¬ 
ing in and turning around businesses, 
took over Niagara LaSalle.

Family provides clues to fascinating character 


Mystery of captain’s 
animal magic solved 


Feeding polar bears and enticing 
lions to balance on stools was all in 
a day’s work for animal trainer 
Herbert Clarke in the late 1800s. 

However, historians have been 
scratching their heads about where to 
find any details on one of Walsall’s most 
fascinating characters, who ran away 
to join the circus at age 12 - until now. 

Captain Herbert’s first test as a budding 
animal trainer was when he was thrust into 
a cage full of wolves. They promptly ripped 
his trousers from him before he was able to 
scramble out. 

The next time he took the advice of 
another circus trainer to take a stick in with 
him to show he was not afraid - and this time 
he came out on top. 

Unlocked 

The mystery surrounding the colourful life 
of Capt Herbert, who travelled the world and 
progressed from wagon boy to lion tamer and 
settled in Leamore, has now been unlocked 
after photos and information from his rela¬ 
tives found their way to historian Stuart 
Williams at the town’s local history centre in 
Essex Street. 

Mr Williams was approached by Capt 
Clarke’s family after he provided some of the 
history of the famous Pat Collins funfair to 
Walsall Library. 

Capt Clarke’s relatives asked him why the 
lion tamer was nowhere to be seen in the 
display, and when Mr Williams replied that 
very little was known about him, they pro¬ 
vided all the information he needed to gain a 
proper picture of the larger-than-life charac¬ 
ter. 

It took him six months to scan the photos 
and put all the information together for an 
online account. 

Mr Williams said today: “I was so amazed 
by him, I wanted to pay tribute to him. You 
just don’t hear stories like his locally.

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Dragon’s tale is well 
told in glossy biopic 


YOUNG BRUCE LEE 

YOUNG Bruce Lee with Aarif 
Rahman in the title role is obviously 
a high-budget, high-production 
value film and equal to any biopic 
Hollywood could turn out. It is 
tightly scripted and well acted by 
an impressive cast. 

YBL charts the life of the screen and 
martial arts legend from his birth until he 
departs Hong Kong for America aged 19. 

Even though this is an excellent produc¬ 
tion it could have been made by the Bruce 
Lee appreciation society, it is very fawning 
and almost seeks to deify Lee but at the 
same time doesn’t really give any new 
insights into the life of the kung fu master. 

Lee grew up in a well-heeled middle class 
Chinese family in Hong Kong. He lived in a 
well-to-do area of the city and he was 
famous as a film star in his own right before 
he reached the US. 

He had a pretty privileged upbringing, 
never went short of anything and spent his 
early years, like any lad, hanging around 
with his friends and getting into mischief. 

If any Lee fans are looking for a kung fu 
film they will be sadly disappointed. The only 
fight scenes are one of a boxing match 
which is formulaic and secondly a street 
fight which owes more to a directorial tribute 
to Lee’s film Way of the Dragon than any 
actual event. This may appeal to Lee purists 
but perhaps less to fans of his films and 
martial arts skills. 

The extras on this disc are also pretty dis¬ 
appointing with talking heads and still shots 
from a couple of people who knew and 
worked with Lee. Strangely enough there 
are no film clips either of his movies or of him 
at home or training. Also noticeable by their 
absence are any of Lee’s family, his widow, 
daughter, co-stars or any of the many others 
you would expect to see.

Blocked drains filled with 
litter, leaves and mud have 
been causing flooding prob¬ 
lems at Willenhall Memorial 
Park for more than a decade. 

Water up to four inches deep 
floods the area surrounding the 
bandstand every time it rains. 

Fed-up councillors have said they 
had been campaigning for a decade for 
a solution to the problem, which sees 
dog walkers and children having to 
battle their way through sludge.

Debris 

“The drains around the band stand 
are filled with rubbish and debris and 
every time there is heavy rainfall, 
they flood. 

“The flood water is up to four inches 
deep and looks awful. 

“It puts people off and they 
shouldn’t have to walk through it. 

“I think the park is in danger of 
losing its prestigious Green Flag

status if the problem doesn’t get 
sorted.” 

Councillor Creaney said he now 
wanted to see the drains cleared out 
and the installation of a soakaway, 
which is a filtration device for dispers¬ 
ing surface and storm water. 

“People have had enough of slush¬ 
ing through this water,” Councillor 
Creaney added. “It’s time something 
was done.” 

Walsall Council said the head of its 
Green Spaces department, Graham 
Hood, was now investigating the 
problem. 

Walsall Council spokesman Lee 
Shrimpton said: “An investigation 
has been carried out, it was decided 
the drains in the area needed to be 
jetted. 

“Most of the jetting work has been 
carried out, only one section remains 
and that is on the crews work pro¬ 
gramme over the coming days.”

Tiny brewers spark 
real-ale revolution 


At the launch of the new Angel Ale at the Wagon and Horses, Halesowen, Andy 
Kirk, cellarman Jim Bolton, landlord Bob Drummons and Nick Pritchard 


A S THE Midlands’ thirst for locally- 
brewed real ales grows, so too 
does the list of micro-breweries 
set up by beer fans to supply their local 
pub. 

The latest in this string of micro-brew¬ 
eries cropping up in the region has 
announced its arrival with the launch of its 
signature ale. 

Halesowen-based Angel Ales took to the 
pumps with its flagship bitter at a celebration 
knees-up on June 6 at the Waggon & Horses in 
Stourbridge Road, Halesowen. 

Owners Nick Pritchard and Andy Kirk have 
ploughed thousands of pounds into the venture, 
converting a former pattern manufacturer’s shop 
next to Mr Kirk’s home in Furlong Lane into a five- 
barrel brewery. 

Engineering 

They started trading in November, and - after 
eight ‘test brews’ - Angel Ale officially made the 
pumps after winning Best Beer at the Stour¬ 
bridge Beer Festival. 

“It was always our dream to set up a brewery 
together - we met when we worked for a civil 
engineering company in Birmingham in 1999 and 
have been talking about it ever since,” said Mr 
Pritchard, aged 51, of Devon Road, Bearwood. 

“We liked the pale beers that come from 
Oakham in Peterborough, and down from York-

shire, and thought something like that was 
needed in the Midlands.” 

Mr Kirk added: “I bought my house and the 
building next door, where the brewery is, in 2006. 

“It took a long time to refurbish. It was very 
industrial, and very dirty. 

“But now it looks great - it’s all spick and span 
and ready for action.” 

Mr Pritchard says Angel Ales hopes to produce 
its flavours by using organic malt, natural ingre¬ 
dients and no added synthetic sugars. 

Waggon & Horses landlord Bob Drummons 
says it is “fantastic” to be able to stock ale 
brewed in the town. 

“Ever since the first test brew, you could tell 
they had a bit of quality,” says Mr Drummons, 
who is 60. 

“I wish them all the best and I will certainly be 
stocking them into the future.” 

Mr Drummons, who has been at the pub for 23 
years, says there has been a “significant” rise in

the popularity of real ales in recent times. 

“I have always specialised in real ale, but 
there’s no doubt about it - it has become more 
fashionable and there are a lot of young people 
really seeking out new ales,” he says. 

“Having micro-breweries like this popping up 
in our own region is lovely.” 


Meanwhile, Chris Sadler, from Sadler’s Ales, in 
Stourbridge Road, Lye, has reported a near-40 
per cent increase in sales since 2008. 

“There has been a big resurgence in the last 
two decades,” he says. 

“Real ale has become more fashionable, 
people are choosing to drink more local 
produce.” 

Mr Sadler started the brewery in 2004 with the 
help of his wife Aster, sister Emily, and father 
John. 

The family’s brew recently got the thumbs-up 
from supermarket giant Sainsbury’s, which has 
agreed to sell the beers at stores nationwide. 

From September 7, 20,000 bottles will go on 
sale for three weeks, alongside the other 15 
winners, at Sainsbury’s stores in the UK. 

If it is one of the national winners, Sainsbury’s 
will place an order for six months, creating two 
new jobs. 

Mr Sadler, aged 28, says: “We’re very excited. 
If we win the national competition, which would 
mean an order for 250,000 bottles, we would 
need to expand in the next 12 to 18 months.” 

Seven people are employed at Sadler’s which 
also opened the neighbouring Windsor Castle 
taphouse pub in 2006. 

Sadler’s was originally founded in Oldbury in 
1900 by Chris’s great-grandfather, Thomas 
Sadler. 

It ceased production in 1927 but was 
relaunched seven years ago. 

The brewery was given the thumbs-up by wine 


expert Oz Clarke and Top Gear presenter James 
May when they filmed a television programme 
there in 2009. 

Black Country Ales, based in little more than a 
shed behind the Old Bulls Head, Lower Gornal, 
supplies beer for 28 pubs across the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

That site was used from 1840 for about 150 
years, until the business died out as trade fell. 

Landlord Angus McMeeking took over the pub 
12 years ago. 

But he only discovered the micro-brewery in 
an outhouse three years later when he finally 
broke open a padlock which was keeping the 
door shut. 

Bearded 

Since then business has boomed and the 
company recently started selling beer to pub 
giant Wetherspoons. 

“There is a real market for real ales now, you 
see young people enjoying it, sharing it with 
friends. It’s not just for bearded old men any 
more.” 

Black Country landlord Dave Craddock 
recently launched Craddock’s brewery the Duke 
William, in Coventry Street, in Stourbridge town 
centre following a £20,000 investment. 

It is now in full production, with a capacity to 
churn out up to 288 pints a week. And its two 
launch brews are called First Born and Arthur 
Pint - both named after his newly-born son 
Arthur, now just three months old.

Hidden gem is a 
step back in time

TUCKED away in the heart of the Jew¬ 
ellery Quarter in Birmingham is one of 
the most complete surviving historic fac¬ 
tories in the city. 


Entering the building is like stepping back 
in time to an industrial world of hard work, 
skilled craftsmanship and entrepreneurial 
spirit. 


The factory is packed with the machinery, tools, 
paperwork and the dust and grime of a silver works. 

This hidden gem of industrial history was bought 
from the Evans family by English Heritage in 2008 
and has been lovingly brought back to life. 

English Heritage spent £2 million on the project 
and now it is open for visitors to come and see what 
life was like working in a successful silver factory. 

The factory was started up at 54 Albion Street in 
1881 by Jenkin Evans. Mr Evans had originally 
started as an apprentice at silver works Levi and 
Salaman. 

Such was Mr Evans’ success he was soon able to 
buy out his partners and set up on his own. Over the 
years Jenkins extended the factory outwards and 
bought the neighbouring three houses. 

Heritage 

Despite his success you will rarely find a piece of 
silverware with the JW Evans mark upon it because 
he would sell his goods on to other manufacturers 
who would then silver plate them themselves. 

The business was passed from Jenkin Evans to his 
son Austen Evans and his son Tony who sold it on to 
English Heritage. 

Conservator Beth Stanley, who has been working 
on the project, said: “The fact is everything has been 
kept. Nothing has been thrown away so a century’s 
worth of business history is just sitting here.” 

English Heritage are now organising tours of the 
Albion Street factory.

Ruby’s aiming to Turner 
focus on her reggae roots 


BIRMINGHAM singer Ruby 
Turner is returning to her reggae 
roots for her new single Leaves In 
The Wind and is relishing a series 
of outdoor gigs as featured vocalist 
with Jools Holland’s band. 

Jamaica-born Ruby, who will be appear¬ 
ing with Jools and co at Ragley Hall near 
Alcester on July 2, says she was inspired to 
record reggae songs after narrating BBC4 
TV’s documentary Reggae Britannia. 

“To me reggae was the music of love and 
some say it’s lost its flavour but I love a chal¬ 
lenge,” says Ruby, who left Montego Bay for 
Handsworth at the age of nine in the late 
1960s. 

“This infectious style of music helped to 
bind communities and cultures. Regardless 
of race and colour, the many who embraced 
it made it their own. This was simply brilliant 
and a wonderful time, making me proud to 
be British. I listened to Gregory Isaacs, John 


Holt, Dennis Brown, and the female singers 
like Marcia Griffiths, Janet Kay and Carroll 
Thompson. Bob Marley was the main man, 
who brought the music to a worldwide audi¬ 
ence, but when he died reggae lost its 
champion.” 

She has happy memories of growing up 
in Handsworth, where her mother still lives. 
“It was great. Yes, it had its problems but the 
community spirit was so wonderful.” 

Actress 

Gospel was also a musical influence for 
Ruby but remarkably, given her soulful 
voice, her original intention was to be on the 
stage as an actress rather than a singer. 

“Apparently, when I was five, there I was 
in the corner of the stage at Montego Bay 
Town Hall, giving it large. I was pushed on 
stage and jigged even more. I clearly wasn’t 
shy.” She thanks her headmistress at 
Handsworth Wood Girls School for Girls for 
setting her on the road to showbiz career. 


“Mrs Hinchcliffe told me I should go to 
theatre school,” Ruby remembers. 

The young Ruby joined the Crescent 
Theatre, Birmingham and then the Old Vic, 
Bristol. 

Her role in a rock opera brought demand 
as a session singer and led to her joining 
Boy George’s Culture Club. A few years ago 
came the call to guest sing with the Jools 
Holland Rhythm and Blues Orchestra and 
Ruby, who now lives in Solihull, became a 
regular with Jools both on record and in 
concert, and a regular on his popular New 
Year’s Eve Hootenanny Show. 

She describes Jools as “a generous 
musician”. She gets her own five-song set 
in his show and she is enjoying the open-air 
gigs where audiences tend to get up and 
dance. “You know what we say, enjoy your¬ 
self it’s later than you think,” she adds. 

Ruby will be with him again for his annual 
Christmas show at Birmingham NIA on 
December 17.

Bonna Brock from Wolverhampton band Sub 
Zero. 

Explaining their decision to reform, Clyde 
McKenzie said: “Back then we were young and I 
don’t think any of us fully comprehended what we 
had achieved. We just loved playing our music. It 
has since become apparent to us that there was 
so much more that we had to offer. So it’s like 
unfinished business”.

Watercress is a simple - and delicious - addition to your garden 


The staple addition to egg mayon¬ 
naise sandwiches, watercress can also 
spice up a salad or be used to make a 
subtle soup - and it’s so easy to grow 
in pots and troughs or a patch of 
ground in the greenhouse or outdoors. 

It can be sown at any time of year in 
pots on a windowsill, or outside in con¬ 
tainers, although seeds may have to be 
acquired from specialist catalogues. 

Alternatively you can root cuttings 
from bunches bought from the green¬ 
grocer, planting the thick bits you’d 
normally throw away when you trim it 
before eating. 


Keep it moist on the windowsill and 
soon you should see new shoots 
appearing.

The contents of the pot can then be 
planted into an outdoor tub or into the 
garden and seedlings which will 
appear once it is well established can 
be transplanted to start new bunches.

Dazzle with delphiniums 


Towering spires - delphiniums can grow as 
high as 2m (6ft) and come in various colours 


They are the majestic kings of the 
cottage garden, standing tall in mid¬ 
summer, throwing up their towering 
spires in every shade of blue, but also in 
white, cream lilac, pink and purple vari¬ 
eties. They grow best in full sun and 
thrive in a wide range of soils, although 
they will rot over the winter if the soil 
becomes waterlogged. 

Dig in plenty of compost or well rotted 
manure before planting to give them the 
best start. You will need to support them 
as some grow as high as nearly 2m (6ft). 


Cut them back immediately once the 
flowers have faded to encourage another 
flush of flowers later on in the season. 

If you want the classic tall spires, go 
for a named Elatum hybrid from a spe¬ 
cialist nursery or well-stocked garden 
centre. 

Good types include ‘Gillian Dallas’, 
which has slate blue semi-double flowers 
with a white eye, or ‘Fenella’, with its 
dark blue blooms and black eye. Good 
white varieties include ‘Olive Poppleton’ 
and ‘Sungleam’.

Model T Ford experience was such a thrill 


THERE’S nothing like stalling a car at a set 
of traffic lights and watching a queue of impa¬ 
tient drivers wait for your next move to bring 
you back down to earth with a bump. 

Thankfully I didn’t have to lift a finger - I had a 
man jump out and turn the starting handle for me. 
This was a driving lesson with a difference. 

When a car has three pedals, including reverse in the 
centre and the brake on the right plus a hand throttle, it’s 
best to take expert advice before mixing it with more 
modern metal. 

And that’s exactly what I did before taking to the roads 
of Dagenham in a Model T. In case you didn’t know, Ford 
in the UK is 100 years old. 

It’s a happy coincidence that the firm has launched its 
all-new Focus “world car” this year, and its arrival is a 
good opportunity to take the wheel of what started it off 
all those years ago. 

The Model T’s inception and subsequent lengthy pro¬ 
duction run is a story in itself. 

What’s just as interesting is how cars have both 
changed out of all recognition yet in many ways have 
stayed the same since Ford’s original world car broke 
cover. 

To drive, the Model T appears to be simplicity itself. In 
reality, at least to a vintage car novice, things couldn’t be 
more different. 

The lack of convention - the pedals are a prime 
example - prompts you to concentrate doubly hard, 
while the car’s hand throttle and long-throw handbrake- 
cum-gear selector demand a new level of dexterity. 

Get it right, though, and the feeling of achievement is

a special one. Get it wrong and you’ve most likely stalled 
the car or have found yourself travelling a bit too fast for 
that 20th-century speed hump. The car’s brakes are, 
shall we say, modest by current standards. 

After a brisk drive around the local area - including a 
trio of stalls - it was back into a BMW 5 Series. A simple 
push of a button turned over its super-efficient six-cylin¬ 
der turbo diesel motor. Contrast that with a few, firm 
turns on a starting handle and the need to keep your 
thumb out of the way in case the handle kicked back. 

Respect 

The experience was both exciting and humbling. 
20mph felt twice as fast thanks to the car’s lack of roof 
and basic windscreen. It also generated a lot of respect 
for those early motorists. I was out on a sunny day, but 
imagine having to contend with wind, rain or worse on a 
regular basis. Even with the roof in place, the protection 
offered was minimal. No question, those early adopters 
were a hardy bunch. 

It’s true that we’ve never had it so good when it comes 
to the technology and refinement of modern cars. But 
when you examine something like a Model T, you realise 
that little has changed. There’s still a wheel at each 
corner and one for the driver to hold, drive to the engine 
is via a shaft and the fundamental technology behind the 
Model T’s engine is closer to that 5 Series than BMW 
would like to admit. 

I’m not demanding my own personal jetpack but I do 
hope the next 100 years sees a bigger leap in car design.

THREE automotive design stu¬ 
dents in the Midlands have been 
shortlisted in an E-Type competition 
to celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the famous marque. 

The students from Coventry University 
will have their sculptures unveiled at the 
Cholmondeley Pageant of Power 
between July 15 and 17 and the winner 
will have his sculpture reproduced in a 
limited edition.

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The mystery bidder who has put in a 
multi-million pound offer for the free¬ 
hold of Walsall FC’s Banks’s Stadium is 
businessman Geoff Dance. 

Lifelong Saddlers fan Mr Dance, who was 
born and bred in Walsall, is managing direc¬ 
tor of Stratford-upon-Avon based PMD Mag¬ 
netics. The 62-year-old said if he and the 
company took over the freehold of the site — 
thought to be worth around £5 million — it 
“would see the ownership of the Banks’s 
Stadium in the hands of a family business 
with deep Black Country roots”. Father-of- 


two Mr Dance, who has put in an offer to 
agents DTZ, has outlined his vision for the 
future should he take over the freehold. 

“The continued use of the stadium by 
Walsall FC would be a heartfelt desire,” said 
Mr Dance, whose family first moved in to 
Walsall in 1863 and worked in the leather 
industry. 

“The club provides a point of focus for the 
town of Walsall, the people and of course 
these days the Sunday markets and numer¬ 
ous other functions provided at the stadium 
adding to the attractions and life of the 
town. Establishment of Walsall FC as a 


regular Championship team would be a real¬ 
istic desire that I share with most support¬ 
ers of the Saddlers. 

Achievement 

“It is my belief that security of the site in 
relation to footballing activities and the 
commercial aspects which support them will 
help allow the achievement of this aim.” 

Mr Dance, whose son Matthew is also a 
Walsall fan, added: “It would never be my 
intention or that of PMD Magnetics to allow 
the freehold to be vested with any organisa¬ 
tion that would endanger the existence of a 


football club with more than 120 years of 
history.” Meanwhile, Labour leader Tim 
Oliver has invited all of Walsall’s 60 council¬ 
lors to a behind-closed doors meeting with 
football club bosses, including owner Jeff 
Bonser, on June 21. 

Pressure has been mounting on Walsall 
Council to take over the freehold, with 
leader Mike Bird repeatedly ruling it out as 
the authority struggles to make cash cuts. 

Mr Oliver said: “Football clubs have an 
important role not only as employers but 
also in engendering social cohesion, commu¬ 
nity pride and spirit.” 


ENGLAND NEEDS TO 
CUT COMPLACENCY

Football changed and left England 
behind. Now the country is fighting back. 
Picture the scene: Fabio Capello’s 
national side is crumbling. 

A 32-year-old Frank Lampard is outshone by 
Arsenal starlet Jack Wilshere in the lacklustre 
2-2 draw with Switzerland. 

Against the Swiss it was the senior players who let 
the side down, the last of the ‘golden generation’ 
struggling to convince others they are more than 
fool’s gold. 

The failures of the last decade - now standing at 
three World Cups and one European Championship 
(not forgetting the inability to qualify for Euro 2008) 
- serve as reminders of the deficiencies. 

English football needs life. The complacency and 
stubbornness which have dogged the game in this 
country because of its history have become the 
biggest noose. 

England might have invented the game but 
they’ve lost the patent. 

Yet even though Germany and Spain have dashed 
ahead in terms of youth development — something 
recognised by Football Association - they are not out 
of sight. 

Grassroots 

At Walsall’s Banks’s Stadium last week, coaches 
from across the West Midlands quizzed FA youth 
chiefs Sir Trevor Brooking and Gareth Southgate 
about proposed changes to the grassroots game. 

The FA’s Youth Development Review is a planned 
overhaul of grassroots football which, it is hoped, 
will revolutionise the game. The focus is on improv¬ 
ing the enjoyment and technique for kids and head 
of elite development Southgate insisted the plans 
are vital to the future. 

“There are no guarantees we will win something 
because of this but I’m pretty certain, if we don’t do 
it, we won’t win anything,” said the former Villa and 
England defender. 

“Historically we’ve had a certain style and beliefs. 
When I played international football there were so 
many occasions where the other teams were techni¬ 
cally better than we were. We’ve always produced a 
few technically good players - Gascoigne, Scholes, 
Rooney - but if we had injuries our talent pool wasn’t 
large enough. 

“People are rightly raising the question now, why 
aren’t we technically playing the same way as the 
Spanish, Portuguese or Italians? I think there’s a 
generation of fathers saying this is what they want 
for their kids. 

Resilience 

“We have great character and resilience, which 
are strengths other countries don’t have, so we don’t 
want to just be modelling ourselves on the Spanish 
but we need to change. Twelve years ago we would 
have modelled ourselves on the French and three 
years ago on the Germans but it’s not about picking 
one thing or one country 

“It’s about what’s right for us. The principles don’t 
change, you have to have a well rounded player and 
making decisions on the pitch doesn’t change, but 
how we get there is different for us than it is for the 
Spanish.” 

The under-21s started their Euro 2011 campaign 
against Spain in Denmark with all eyes on Stuart 
Pearce’s kids. 

Henri Lansbury, Daniel Sturridge and Marc 
Albrighton are the young pretenders to England’s 
tired old guard but may fall to the weight of expecta¬ 
tion and limitations which hampered their predeces¬ 
sors. 

It’s not an overnight fix and Brooking, the FA’s 
director of football development, admitted England 
are still years behind their international rivals.

He said: “Germany were doing it 10 years 
ago and had similar investment so this is a 
five or 10- year plan. 

“It’s a long-term thing. We’re working 
with the Premier League and they are 
happy to buy into the changes. If we’re 
helped by the Premier League we could 
transform it in five or 10 years. 

“It’s an exciting time. It’s taken a while to 
get here but I think the momentum is there. 
It’s time for a change if we want to get to a 
competitive level in international football. 

“Arsene Wenger said, with the English 
youngster’s desire, hunger and physical 
energy, if you could get the technical level 
the same as the better Europeans, he’d pick 
the English youngster every time. But the 
gap is too big. 

“What we’ve got to do is get our English 
youngsters much better technically and 
give the clubs a difficult option. At the 
moment it’s too easy to go abroad and bring 
in half a dozen youngsters.” 

The Development Review is the biggest 
facelift grassroots football has undergone 
since 11-a-side for under-10s was banned a 
decade ago. The roadshow is on a 16-city 
tour to raise awareness and assess the 
responses from coaches and players. But 
the changes - which if rubber-stamped will 
be mandatory by 2013-14 — will take time to 


make that crucial difference. The proposals 
include scrapping league tables for chil¬ 
dren below secondary-school age and a 
change in the date which determines which 
age-group children play in. 

There will also be more focus on nine vs 
nine - less players means more touches and 
more touches means increased technique. 

The FA want to delay kids playing 11 vs 
11 until under-13s, which is still a year 
younger than in Spain. National develop¬ 
ment manager Nick Levett had planned 
the revamp before failure in last year’s 
World Cup turned the spotlight on his 
work. 

Screamed 

While it wasn’t the catalyst, South Africa 
was the best thing to happen to grassroots 
football as the failure screamed the need for 
change. 

“There seems to be a movement for 
change,” said Levett. 

“I’d been doing all the research about 
eight months before the World Cup and no- 
one knew what I was doing but then we had 
a poor tournament. It put the spotlight on 
youth development and the Champions 
League final last month (between 
Barcelona and Manchester United) also 
highlighted some of the deficiencies.”

Walsall have handed a trial to young Afan Lido 
keeper Aaron Ryan. 

The 17-year-old is a product of Port Talbot Town’s 
academy and will spend the first week of July with 
the Saddlers. 

Ryan, who has attracted scouts from Bolton, 
Cardiff, Coventry and Ipswich, played a handful of 
Macwhirter Welsh League games last season. 

He was also included in the Wales development 
squad and won a Welsh Academy Cup medal at 
Under-16 level with Port Talbot in 2009-10. Ryan 
has also been capped by the Boys Clubs of Wales at 
Under-18 level. 

Walsall are short of goalkeeping cover after releas¬ 
ing Jonny Brain at the end of last season, while they 
are waiting on an answer from David Bevan, who 
was offered another 12-month contract at the end of 
last season. 

Veteran first choice Jimmy Walker has already 
signed a new one-year deal. 

Meanwhile, former Walsall assistant boss Frank 
Barlow has been named as Sheffield United’s assis¬ 
tant manager to Danny Wilson. 

Barlow, who was Paul Merson’s assistant during 
his time at the Banks’s Stadium, previously joined 
Wilson at Bristol City and Sheffield Wednesday. 

Don’t panic 
says Whitney 

Jon Whitney has urged Walsall fans not to panic 
over the lack of early signings as he prepared to 
return to his role as physio. 

Boss Dean Smith had targeted quick deals but has 
been thwarted in his hunt for new faces. 

Top target Matt Gill agreed to join Bristol Rovers 
on Monday while former loanee Marco Gbarssin has 
been away on international duty with the Central 
African Republic. 

Smith has also revealed his interest in released 
Millwall midfielder Marc Laird, who ended last 
season on loan at the Banks’s Stadium. But Whitney, 
who is stepping down as Smith’s No.2, said the Sad¬ 
dlers will not rush into signing the wrong players. 

He said: “Every club wants that (early signings) 
but we have to be realistic enough to know it might 
not happen. The players have other offers from other 
clubs and try to wait for the best one.
